Ottawa, March 2nd— The full sign-' 
ificance of the new trade agreement 
with the United Kingdom will take a 
little while to appraise. It is a contin- 
uation of the old agreement, largely 
ffom the British side, with one or two 
additional concessions, and one — or 
two reservations. Canada, however, 
found it necessary to grant consider- 
ably more than she gave in 1932, to: 
hold the former advantages. One hears | 
it said among the negotiators that Mr 
Bennett drove such a hard bargain in 
1932 that the British were able to 
drive almost an equally hard one in 
1937. The difference is that the pre- 
sent regime does not regard the low- 
ering of tariffs as a one-sided conces- 
sion. Thinking of the 11 million Can- 
adian consumers, all interested in| 
cheaper goods, and the hundreds of! 
thousands of export producers, all vit | 
ally concerned about increased ship} 
ments abroad, the MacKenzie King, 
government takes the view that there | 
is nothing calamitous about further 
tariff reductions. | 

There is woe, however, in some — of 
the manufacturing centres. Lron and! 
steel, textiles of various kinds, includ- 
ing woollens and knit goods, carpets, 
boots and shoes, are singled out for 
substantial reductions, The extreme 
low tariff element in the Liberal party 
is far from satisfied at the cuts, al- 
though gratified that something fur- 
ther has been done. Some of the tex- 
tile spokesmen are dismayed. 

Actual Duties Paid. 

An analysis of some actula ship 
ments made in recent months trom 
Britain, with the same rates as under 
the British agreement, showed that 
woollen cloth which actualy paid 68 
per cent could now cocme in for 52 
per cent; another shipment which 
paid 34 per cent could come in at 27 
per cent; wool socks, which paid 69 
per cent, would now pay 35 per cent; 
blankets, of the more expensive var- 
iety, which paid 39 per cent could 
now enter at 27 per cent (On cheaper 
blankets the rate is considerably high- 
er). A carpet which paid 60 per cent 
before would now enter for 27 per 
cent; wool puttees which paid 49 per 
cent would be entitled to enter for 27 
per cent. 

On top of these duty rates the ship- 
ments have to pay 8 per cent sales tax. 
One gets the impression that some 
textile items at least still enjoy rea- 
sonable protection, especially allowing 
for the geographical and time advan- 
tages of the Canadian producer over 
the British exporter. 

The Minister of Finance was able 
to present afairly bright picture. The 
deficit is $87,395,000. This is consider- 
ably better than the  $100,000,00/ 
which was foremast a year ago. It !s8 
almost half the dificict of $160,000,000 
which was registered a year ago. In 
‘the depth of the depression we even 
had a deficit of $219,090,000. 

Now, for the future, the Minister ex- 
pects that in the coming fiscal year 
(beginning April 1st)) the deficit will 
not exceed $35,000,000. and in the fol- 
lowing year it will be wiped out alto- 


gether. It is now seven years since 
Canada had a balanced budget. 
Reasons for Improvement 

The improvement is due to two 


main factors; the rise in business act- 
ivity, and the higher taxation of rec- 
ent budgets. The achievement of the 
government in cutting the deficit to 
87 million odd is the more remarkable
